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The transformation of Fenway Park 


About 24 hours after they took control of the 
Red Sox in January 2002, the new ownership 
group's president, Larry Lucchino, announced his 
plans to hire architect and urban planner Janet 
Marie Smith as the team’s new vice-president 

of planning and development — the person to 
be in charge of the renovation and expansion of 
Fenway Park. Smith had played a leading role 

in the design of Camden Yards, the home of the 
Baltimore Orioles, and in the creation of Adianta's 


Turner Field. 


Asked by a reporter last year to compare these 
three design challenges, Smith noted that 


“Fenway Park, of course, is a completely different 


animal in that it’s the first serious attempt to 
preserve one of the older ballparks...there was a 
lot of evidence that historic rehab could work 
and yet no one had ever been willing to apply it 


to a sports venue.” 


Smith inaugurates the new season of the BSA 
Lecture Series at the Boston Public Library this 
month on September 21 with her account of 


how Fenway Park has been transformed over the

past three years and how that transformation 


— including the transformation of the Fenway 


neighborhood surrounding the park — will 


evolve in the coming years. 


Smith's presentation begins at 6:00 pm on 
September 21 in BPL’s Rabb Lecture Hall in 
Copley Square.

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State official addresses fire- 
prevention codes at the BSA 


Common instances when requirements of the state 
fire-prevention regulations (527 CMR) or National 
Fire Protection Association (NFPA) standards refer- 
enced by the Massachusetts State Building Code 

are violated were described at a recent meeting of 
the BSA Codes Committee by Jake Nunnemacher 
of the State Fire Marshal’s Office. A fire-protection 
engineer also trained in structural engineering, 
Nunnemacher has worked for the fire department in 
Dallas and currently is part of the Technical Services 
Unit of the Massachusetts Department of Fire 
Services providing assistance to local jurisdictions. 


Among the issues addressed by Nunnemacher at the 
BSA meeting were these: 


& The need to have the requirement in 527 CMR 
for “a substantial parapet or barrier at least 42 
inches high” at the perimeter of roofs above inner 
courts reflected in the State Building Code. 


& The increase in the allowed area of a building due 
to the installation of a sprinkler system — it was 
noted that the State Building Code allows this 
only for an NFPA-13 system, not for an NFPA- 
13R (residential) system, although designers and 
contractors reportedly have been known to over- 
look this distinction. 


 Sprinkler-pipe freezing when wet-pipe systems 
are not installed in properly conditioned or in- 
sulated spaces — this can happen as a result of 
poor coordination between the designer and 
the sprinkler installer who may be providing 
the actual pipe layout; NFPA-13 requires that 
dry-pipe systems be installed in areas subject 
to freezing. 


& Failure to provide sprinklers at exterior roofs/ 
overhangs — where porch roofs or similar over- 
hangs are constructed of combustible materials or 
where storage takes place below, NFPA-13 requires 
the installation of sprinklers. 


4 Voice and data tables installed in unsprinklered 
areas — because electrical and low-voltage 
cables are considered combustible by NFPA-13, 
sprinklers must be provided in concealed areas 
where these cables are installed; sprinklers can 
be avoided if the cables are installed in metal 
conduits. 


This was another extremely useful Codes Committee 
conversation with key fire-prevention officials at the 
state level. At our next two monthly meetings on 
September 21 and October 19 (both at 8:30 am 

at The Architects Building), the discussion of fire- 
prevention and other codes continues and we also 


provide a preview of the all-day Codes Forum at 
Build Boston in November.

An ideas competition: 


When is a wind farm not just 
a wind farm? 


The debate over the proposal to create an energy- 
producing wind farm in Nantucket Sound has en- 
gaged the attention of most New Englanders and 
others throughout the country. Wind farms are not 
a new idea but they are ideas that often attract sharp 
opposition or enthusiastic support. 


The BSA, led by a group of young designers who 
constitute a competition steering committee co- 
chaired by Kathy Wislocky and Marcell Graeff, 
LEED AP, is sponsoring a competition designed to 
address questions such as these — Can a wind farm 
be more than just a utility to generate electricity? 
Could a grid of off-shore wind turbines also be 

a park? a sculpture garden? a sailing/watersports 
venue? a tourist destination? a center for scientific 
research? Can a wind farm be part of a place to 
educate the community about the impact of wind 
energy on the environment? 


The intent of this competition is not to resolve the 
debate over the appropriateness of the proposed 
wind farm but to use the debate to explore the 
notion of renewable energy and to better understand 
the environmental, visual and other implications 

of the infrastructure of a wind farm. This focus on 
wind farms may be particularly timely as similar 
proposals are being considered, with far less fanfare, 
for at least two sites in western Massachusetts. 


In addition to the BSA, the competition is being 
sponsored by BlueCross BlueShield of Massachusetts, 
the Northeast Sustainable Energy Association 
(NESEA), The Green Roundtable (the local affiliate 
of the USGBC) and The Urban Arts Institute at the 
Massachusetts College of Art.

(Integrative Design Collaborative), artist Michael

Success in only seven months 


In January 2005, former BSA Membership 
Committee chair Elizabeth Spelman, Assoc. AIA, 

of Steffian Bradley Architects, gathered together a 
group of six unlicensed designers to form a special 
study group to prepare for and take the ARE in only 
seven months. They call themselves the ARE Success 
Team. 


Seeking to revive the camaraderie that developed 
during the days when the ARE was offered only 
once a year, these six professionals pledged to take 
one exam every three weeks...and all six managed to 
stick together through this demanding schedule. In 
July, Brent Zeigler took the last section of the ARE 
and passed, making him the first ‘graduate’ of the 
ARE Success Team. Three more study groups have 
since been formed and are working their way toward 
completion of the ARE. 


The BSA is now providing funding and study ma- 
terials for additional ‘success teams’. Each group will 
be no more than 10 people who will work together 
to develop a schedule and exam-taking sequence. 
Each participant agrees to take all sections of the 
ARE as scheduled and also makes a commitment 

to check in with other members of the group until 
all team members have completed all sections of 
the ARE. The BSA provides study guides, access to 


preparatory workshops, and meeting space as needed.

Dialogue XXV: 
Write no more? 


“Dialogue” is the occasional ChapterLetter column that 
seeks to provoke discussion of significant issues. 


As I was putting the finishing touches on another 
installment of this column, one of my partners 
looking over my shoulder asked how reader response 
to the column was going. My answer to her was the 
same one that I have shared with many others who 
subscribe to the BSA ChapterLetter: in conversation, 
the dialogue about “Dialogue” has been lively, en- 
thusiastic and encouraging. Many people have com- 
mented on their keen interest in the issues raised in 
this column. As the sponsor of “Dialogue”, the BSA 
Membership Committee has demonstrated an ability 
to raise subjects that are interesting and meaningful. 
So we know people are talking. They (you!) are not, 
however, writing. 


Was the conversation with my partner a microcosm 
of the prevailing way in which ideas are now ex- 
changed? Is writing becoming less important as a 
means of personal communication? Someone once 
said that “reading is fundamental” (and it still is)... 
but someone has to write before anyone else can 
read. 


In one of MIT educator Bill Mitchell’s many 
books, he describes a four-square matrix of types 

of interpersonal communication by combining the 
shared or unshared places and times of the parties. 
For example, a conversation or verbal exchange is 
two parties communicating in the same place at the 
same time. This kind of engagement is gratifying, 
immediate and effective. Facial expression, body 
language and gesture contribute to the rapid and 
productive form of communication that only 
happens face-to-face. A telephone call is two people 
communicating at the same time but in different 
places. Inflection and tone-of-voice can be used to 
enhance understanding. Writing, however, puts one 
in the isolated and invisible position of communi- 
cating to someone who is apart from the author and 
receiving the message at some other time. In many 
ways, it is less satisfying than speaking. 


Accomplished speakers may wish to argue the con- 
trary, but the requirements for written communica- 
tion are also more onerous than those for speaking. 
A writer does not have the opportunity to imme- 
diately correct a reader's misinterpretation. Writing 
must stand on its own. Although a written docu- 
ment can be edited and improved in private, thereby 
saving the author the embarrassment of misspeaking, 
a written misstatement or printed faux pas lasts 
interminably longer than a mispronunciation. 


Of all the ways we can communicate, writing is the 
most precise. It is the best way to say exactly what 
we mean. The very act of committing our thoughts 


to paper demands that we organize and clarify our 
message. There is great value in that process. 


So is it that we're too busy to write? Dashing off 

a quick e-mail or posting a reply on an on-line 
message board doesn’t count. Does the speed of 
our lives preclude doing anything that takes hours 
of concentrated effort? We still draw. We still read. 
Are we ready to concede writing to novelists, philo- 
sophers and the ubiquitous “content providers” that 
pack our websites with text? 


So...this month’s obvious question is: Why don’t 
we write?

...[We are witnessing] the failure of architecture 
institutions all over the world, even those with high 
standards and celebrated status... was privileged 

to visit and attend a wide range of schools in Asia, 
Africa, America and Europe. [It is my observation 
that what is missing is] the educated and trained 
teacher/professor...Many architecture schools en- 
dorse a certain set of ideologies. The result is often 
a compromise of individual inquiry and intellectual 
as well as artistic development. There is a number 
of schools [in which] dogmatic ideologies promote 
a systematic destruction of our urban environment. 
Architecture studios typically advance belief systems 
rather than [enabling] critical dynamic thinking. 


[T]here are teachers who are entering the profes- 
sion with Ph.D. degrees without having had the 
opportunity to design and erect a building or to 
evaluate treasured predilections...[On the other 
hand,] it has been the practice of many architecture 
schools to throw practitioners into teaching with lit- 
te or no preparation for this important role. Many 
teachers begin to teach unprepared to function as 
professional educators. Teachers initially find them- 
selves without mentors or a clear direction. Having 
an excellent practice record or obtaining a Ph.D. 
does not guarantee the creation of an architecture 
teacher...It is for these and [other] reasons that I see 
a need to improve architecture education primarily 
through a novel yet advanced, post-professional 
architecture teacher-education program...”

DSB's new application form 
effective now 


Section 5 of Chapter 193 of the Acts of 2004 entit- 
led “An Act Further Regulating Public Construction 
in the Commonwealth” amended M.G.L. Chapter 
7 Section 38K and mandates that the Designer 
Selection Board (DSB) issue a new application 
form for use by all municipalities and all other pub- 
lic agencies not within the DSB’s jurisdiction in 

the selection of designers for public construction 
projects in the Commonwealth. 


In compliance with this requirement, the DSB dev- 
eloped a new application form to be used now (the 
effective date was Monday, April 18, 2005). This 
form is available on the Division of Capital Asset 
Management website at www.mass.gov/cam/DSB/ 
fi_dselectboard_ct.html. The form is titled “Standard 
Designer Application Form for Municipalities 

and Public Agencies not within DSB Jurisdiction 
2005”. This is the only form to be used when ap- 
plying for work with municipalities and other 
agencies not within DSB’s jurisdiction including the 
Massachusetts Convention Center Authority, the 
Massachusetts Technology Park Corp., Massport, 
the Department of Housing and Community 
Development, and the Woods Hole, Martha's 
Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship Authority. 


In May, the DSB published a notice that all appli- 
cations due on or after June 30, 2005 would be 
rejected if they are not filed on the new form; the 
DSB also underscored the responsibility of the prime 
applicant to ensure that all the consultants also use 
the new form.

In this column, BSA president George Metzger AIA 
reports regularly on the work of the BSA board of 
directors. 


In recent meetings... 


& Legislative Affairs Committee chair Russ Feldman 
AIA and legislative advisor George Bachrach 
provided a broad overview of our profession’s 
continuing and proposed efforts to help shape 
public policy on statewide issues including 
the green building tax credit, brownfields, smart 
growth, housing, preservation, construction re- 
form implementation, interior designer licensing, 
codes development, the statute of limitations 
extension, tort reform, school building funding 
and issues of significance to our profession, our 
clients and the communities we serve. For more 
information, write Alexandra Lee at the BSA 
(alee@architects.org). 


4 Vice-president Jane Weinzapfel FAIA, a member 
of the small national AIA strategic planning 
group led by national AIA president-elect Kate 
Schwennsen FAIA, described the national group's 
current focus on issues related to design advocacy, 
knowledge collection and dissemination, ways in 
which architects might expand our practices, and 
architects’ roles as community leaders. 


4 We unanimously and enthusiastically endorsed 
the proposed appointment of Sheila Kennedy 
AIA and Nader Tehrani to the Rotch Travelling 
Scholarship jury.

4 The evolution of The Greenway Conservancy, 
the new civic group charged with the long-term 
maintenance of the Greenway, was the topic of 
a discussion informed by recent meetings between 
BSA and Greenway officers and staff members; the 
Conservancy is in the early stages of its significant 
fund-raising campaign. 


4 Among a variety of practice-related issues, we con- 
tinued our ongoing discussion of issues surroun- 
ding the licensing of interior designers, and the 


significant national issue of specialty certification. 


4 Urban planning consultant Ken Greenberg, who 
has been working with the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority on the large-scale planning for down- 
town Boston in conjunction with the Greenway, 
provided us with a comprehensive and exciting 
overview of the BRA’s “Crossroads Initiative”, 
the crux of which is to focus downtown planning 
on those streets that cross the Greenway rather 
than focusing on the long Greenway strip itself; 
the aim is to create a much more vibrant down- 
town with active sidewalks, retail and restaurant 
activities and similar approaches to revitalizing this 
area of the city.

Architects’ opinions are sought by The Boston 
Globe.
